Perl mao indicted for perjury on March 13, 
1951, in the Southern District of Mow Fork and is presently 
awaiting trial . Rosenberg is under a sentence of death 
imposed <». Federal Court, Southern District of Mew York, on 
April 5 , 1951 . Me is presently incarcerated in the Mew York 
Penitentiary, at Ossining, Mew York. 
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
